STALLONE FIGHTS ■ 
HIS WAY TO THE TOP 


It sounds corny and sentimental: a down-and-out loser 
destined to fail makes it to the Big Time. But that s the 
story of the hit movie 
Rocky-and of its star and w rrterj

“I asked myself a long time ago, 
what Is it like to really make it? Do you 
go, Yeah! I made it! and kiss every 
mirror you pass, or do you become baf­ 
fled and sit back and watch yourself? 
Well, I’m sitting back and trying to get 
some perspective on what’s going on. 
* 
Sylvester Stallone, who has just 
made it big as star and writer of the 
new hit movie Rocky, is talking in the 
living room of his manager’s apartment. 
Even now it’s hard to believe how it all 
happened. “1 was getting nervous,” he 
recalls. "I was pushing thirty. It was 
now or never. 1 thought desperately, 1 
need a vehicle.” In the unbelievably 
short time of three-and-a-half days he 
wrote Rocky, the story of a down-and 
out fighter who gets one final chance 
to make it through a fluky opportunity 
to fight the world champion. The script 
ended up in the offices of producers 
Robert Chartoff and Irwin Winkler. 
They liked it. So did United Artists. But 
« nobody wanted die unknown Sylvester 
Stallone to play the part of Rocky. They 
searched, instead, for “bankable” big 
names like Burt Reynolds and James 
Caan. Sylvester stubbornly held on. At 
last he convinced everybody, and the 
part was his. 
“Then 1 panicked,” he remembers. 
“Okay, Sly, 1 said to myself. You’ve 
got it, but what if you can’t do it? On 
the day the movie started I was sitting 
in a trailer at 4:00 A.M. in Philadelphia. 
I couldn’t move. The technicians kept 
calling me from outside. Finally, 1 
psyched myself. I got up, passed a mir­ 
ror and looked at myself in all the 
makeup and thought, all right, Rocky, 
you can do it 1 kicked open the door 
and never felt any doubt after that. 
He believes Rocky is a success be 
cause it is an old-fashioned story about 
a hero who triumphs. “The public is sick 
of weirdos,” he says passionately. “A 
man who works hard all week and 
wants to go to the movies with his 
family is subjected to brutality, murder, 
a bombardment of foul language. You 
have every conceivable sicko on 
screen. The public wants something, 
someone to believe in. And that s what 
I’m going to give them in the future- 
optimistic films.” 
But at this time in his life he is trying 
to adjust to the overwhelming critical 
acclaim that began even before the film 
opened—the rush of interviews, 
e 
scripts with starring parts suddenly be 
ing sent to him, the idea of having lots 
of money for die first time. 


At the moment, however, Sylvester 
appears remarkably relaxed. His head 
is against the back of his chair. His legs 
are stretched out crossed at the 
ankles. A glass of wine stands within 
easy reach of his large, chunky hands. 
In repose, the face of Sylvester Stal­ 
lone is an unlikely one for a star: too 
much jaw, hangdog eyes, lips that curl 
downward. The most remarkable thing 
about his appearance is his shoes, 
which come to vicious stiletto-pointed 
tips. They are don’t-mess-with-me-or- 
1’11-kick-you shoes. The face and the 
shoes are street-guy tough, but Syl­ 
vester, as he talks, is not. 
He ignores the phone that constantly 
rings, as well as the hot lights put up 
by the photographer, who silently stalks 
him, and explains that it is Sylvester 
die author 1 am looking at, not Syl­ 
vester the actor. 
“Me, the writer, I am unaggressive, 
curious, very relaxed. If you were inter­ 
viewing me the actor, however, ! would 
be doing handsprings, cartwheels, 
showing you my tap dancing—anything 
to catch your attention. It’s a habit I 
picked up auditioning for producers 
They always ask, Tell me a little about 
yourself,’ and then give you one minute. 
So you tell them you’ve been lost in a 
blizzard in the Alps, married 37 women 
—anything that will get you through 
that wall of indifference.” 
Sylvester admits that he was rarely 
successful in getting through to pro­ 
ducers in the past, and success did not 
come easily. In f^ct that it came at all 
Is extraordinary. 
Bom 30 years ago in New Yorks 
Hell’s Kitchen to an Italian immigrant 
father and an ex-showgirl mother, Syl­ 
vester was trouble from the start. By 
the age of two he was diagnosed as 
hyperkinetic. “I thought nothing of tak­ 
ing a crayon and going over someone’s 
entire living-room wall with it or com­ 
pletely dismantling a piano. 1 was lost 
in fantasies, fantasies, fantasies.” 
When he was five, the Stallone 
family moved first to Maryland, then to 
Philadelphia, where Sylvester spent the 
rest of his childhood and adolescence 
being a cutup in class, a bully after class, 
getting thrown out of one school after 
another and visiting a series of psychia­ 
trists. “I was ostracized. They called 
me crazy, and I began to believe it. I 
felt nobody understood me. My father 
didn’t. My hyperness drove him crazy 
He punished me severely for things that 
were really out of my control. 
‘But my mother,’’ he says with ad­ 
miration and warmth, “she was won­ 


derful. She supported me no matter 
what I did. She is one of the world’s 
great eccentrics herself and was al­ 
ways trying out new things. She al 
lowed me to feel I could fail and still 
go on.” 
At 19 Sylvester decided he had to do 
something with himself. “I knew I 
wasn't crazy, but I also knew something 
was wrong. I decided maybe it was 
what I was putting into my body. 1 
started taking vitamins, and it helped.” 
To this day, Sylvester swigs down a 
mind-boggling array of vitamin supple­ 
ments. 
Straightening out his life also in­ 
cluded going to college. He enrolled at 
the University of Miami but found that 
still another disastrous experience. He 
dropped out and came to New York to 
try his luck as an actor, but the closest 
he got to an active role in the theater 
was a job as an usher at a movie house. 
He did come away from that job, 
though, with Sasha, a girl friend who 
believed in him, an actress who was 
working as an usherette. She is now 
his wife. 
Out of desperation Sylvester started 
to write. The words came easily, some­ 
thing he attributes—quite seriously— 
to having been a writer in a previous 
existence. ‘It’s going to sound crazy in 


print,” he admits, but I do believe I 
have had other lives. I think 1 was guil­ 
lotined during die French Revolution. 
When I see a movie about a person 
being guillotined, I have die strangest 
feeling I know what it was like.” 
“Sly,” as he is called by friends, is 
also a passionate believer in astrology. 
“My kid is an astro-baby. My wife and 
I wanted our child bom under a specific 
Sign. We went to the doctor and told 
him It had to be bom within the hour— 
the constellations were about to 
change. He said, ‘Impossible. She won t 
be ready for at least 12 hours.’ But he 
didn’t know my wife. The b ab y was 
bom in 32 minutes flat. Fantastic! 
It was through astrology, too, that his 
mother predicted his success as a 
writer. Her prediction was, in part, 
what kept him behind the typew riter 
while his wife worked to keep them 
eating. 
And what does he p re d ic t for him 
self? 'Td like to be able to help other 
writers and actors get started. I want 
to take long shots and never forget 
where I came from. That’s why I keep 
pictures of myself from three or four 
years ago next to my bathroom mirror. 
I look at diem every day and remin 
myself what a miracle 
fffjt 
this all has been. ’ 
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According to a U & Government publication:

sider your temperament. We react differently 
to stress—by withdrawal, by confrontation or 
by seeking to be with others. 
Assessing one’s suitability for a particular 
physical activity through analysis of body type 
and temperament is called constitutional psy­ 
chology. It is a controversial concept, and there 
are certainly exceptions to the guidelines set 
forth below. Nevertheless, from a practical 
standpoint the concept can make you think 
about what type of person you are and what 
exercise program you’ll be happy with. 
The best differentiation of body types is 
based on the three layers of the human em­ 
bryo: endoderm, mesoderm and ectoderm. 
Endomorphs (morph means shape) have large 
stomachs and intestines. They like to eat, drink 
and socialize and tend to be short on strength 
and endurance. Because of their round build 
endomorphs are best suited for activities that 
don’t require working against gravity—cy­ 
cling, skiing, walking, running, tennis, golf and 
yoga, for example. Endomorphs» as a rule, 
don’t like solitary pursuits. They need com­ 
pany. Finally, although endomorphs usually are 
not natural athletes, they have one physical ad­ 
vantage—they float well and can swim almost 
indefinitely. 
Mesomorphs are strong and powerful peo­ 
ple with heavy muscles and well-developed 
hearts and circulatory systems. Often they are 
natural athletes, and they prefer competitive 
sports, particularly those which require they 
go one-on-one with an opponent As coura­ 
geous individuals who love excitement and 
action, they want to hit something or some­ 
body. Hence, they are happy with contact 
sports, basketball, martial arts, wrestling and 
boxing, and with hitting games such as squash 
and handball. They can be induced to jog, 
cycle or ski if competition is added or if they 
can add the challenge of personal “goals.” 
Ectomorphs tend to be thin and fragile with 
a low threshold for pain. They dislike going 
head-to-head and avoid physical contact. They 
shun schedules and regular activities (like ten­ 
nis doubles every Wednesday night). The ecto­ 
morph is the ideal lonely jogger, long-distance 
runner, skier and walker. 
Which group do you belong to? Which phys­ 
ical activity is right for you? Remember, the 
important thing is to have fun, 
and fitness will take care of itself.

PEOPLE AND YOU 
Why Winning A Marriage Fight 
Means Ihu Lose 


When Bill and Ellen’s car stalls in the 
middle of a busy highway, Ellen says, 
“See, I keep telling you the car needs 
a check-up.” And in Ralph s and Ruth s 
kitchen, Ruth is rushing to complete 
dinner before guests arrive. The salad 
bowl slip» from her hand, smashes on 
the floor. Ralph bursts out, ‘1 told you, 
you didn’t allow enough time to get 
ready.” Both Ellen and Ralph feel 
they’ve “won." Other couples will 
store up grudges and “win” their fights 
by suddenly hauling out their lists and 
using them as weapons. 
When you push your mate to a 
You-Lose, I-Win position, your marriage 
loses. Consequently, neither husband 


nor wife really “wins” says marriage 
counselor Marcia Lasswell who, with 
Norman M. Lobsenz, has written No- 
Fault Marriage, The New Technique 
of Self-Counselling and What It Can 
Help You Do (Doubleday, 1976). To 
really win a marital fight, you both 
must abandon the idea of personal 
victory and concentrate on what 
exactly you’re fighting about and how 
it can be resolved. A phrase like 
“Prove it!” in the midst of an argument 
inflames controversy rather than alms 
at a solution. Be especially careful of 
turning a small disagreement into a 
crisis say Lobsenz and Lasswell. For 
example, if you’re arguing about where 
to go on a Saturday evening, stick to 
the point. Don’t drag in serious differ­ 
ences about money by accusing your 
spouse of being unwilling to spend a 
few extra dollars for the night s 
entertainment. The authors conclude, 
“Ultimately the basic reason that 
‘winning’ does not work is that it re­ 
duces marriage to a power struggle. 
. . . A couple can opt for power and 
seek to ‘win.’ Or they can opt for love 
and seek to reach accord.”

Are You Neurotic? 
Here’s a quick way 
to find the answer. 


TRUE OR FALSE? 
1. Most people have neurotic tenden- 
cies. 
2. Neurotics are relatively happy. 
3. The person who always feels sorry 
for himself, feels abused by others and 
claims no one appreciates or under­ 
stands him has an excellent chance ot 
developing a full-blown neurosis. 
4. Never ask a neurotic person how he 
feels—he’s liable to tell you. 
5. If s easy for a person to determine 
the extent to which he is neurotic or 
well adjusted. 
6. The United States is the least neu­ 
rotic nation. 
ANSWERS 
I. True. As one leading psychiatrist has 
observed: it is the rare person who 
does not have same tendencies which 
result in mental and emotional con­ 
flicts; however, only in some people do 
they develop into neurosis. Truly 
neurotic people are described as being 
constantly in conflict with their environ­ 
ment, fighting their emotional battles 
on two fronts: inside, as visible in their 
physical symptoms and personality dif­ 
ficulties; and outside, in their quarrels 
and obstinacy. 
2. Falge. In his pen portrait of the typi­ 
cal neurotic, Professor H. J. Eysenck, 
Director of the Psychological Labora­ 
tories at The University of London, 
describes him with such adjectives as 


“moody,” “touchy" and “restless.” 
3. True. Studies show that many peo­ 
ple develop elaborate neuroses based 
on feelings of abuse and claims derived 
from these feelings. ( I don t know 
why 1 should have to take all that abuse 
from anybody.”) Such people make a 
career of misconstruing remarks and 
imagining slights and Insults. 
, 
4. True. In a study conducted by British 
and American specialists, a question­ 
naire concerning the number of neu­ 
rotic symptoms experienced during one 
week was answered by 100 known 
neurotics and 100 normals. Findings: 
complaints were reported more fre­ 
quently in neurotics than normals. 
5 True. Psychologist Gardner Murphy 
suggests: “A well-adjusted personality 
is one which utilizes effectively and 
without conflict all that it possesses 
In other words, the person with a well- 
adjusted personality doesn’t waste 
energies on self-doubts and inner con­ 
flicts but applies whatever assets he 
does have to his everyday life The 
extent to which he is capable of doing 
this will provide him with an accurate 
index of his adjustment. 
6. False. A study of national differ­

“Everyone is handicapped in some 
way. My blindness put my life into 
focus,” says Dr. David Hartman, the 
first blind person to graduate from 
an American medical school. Rejected 
by nine schools before being accepted at 
Temple University (Pa.), David stayed 
in the top fifth of his class from his first 
semester. Volunteers taped medical 
textbooks (700 hours of them) and 
exams. Instead of identifying slides 
from a microscope, David recognized 
them from an oral description. He per­ 
formed especially well in anatomical 
dissections because “a lot of surgery is 
done by touch.” After his internship and 
residency, Dr. Hartman will specialize 
in psychiatry and rehabilitative medi­ 
cine. In psychiatry, Hartman feels his 
blindness may turn out to be an asset 
“Many people feel nervous when a psy­ 
chiatrist looks at them, as if somehow 
he has inside information which ex­ 
poses them. My patients might feel 
more comfortable.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A couple posing as a wealthy 
family on vacation is going around the country using their 
young sons, aged 12 and 16, to steal thousands daily from 
clothing and jewelry stores, police say. 
The boys have been caught many times but are great 
actors who turn on the tears and are released after their 
parents promise to counsel them, according to Los 
Angeles police investigator Jerry' Osterholt. 
One clothing chain. Casual Corners, has been hit by the 
family 19 times over the past two years in a number of 
states, Osterholt said. 
Earlier this month, the 12-year*old pocketed $60.000 in 
diamonds from a suburban Woodland Hills jewelry store 
and was caught, Osterholt said. His brother was caught 
stealing from a nearby store, and the whole family was 
carted off to the police station. 
The boys told police they were bored and decided to see 
who could steal the most that day. They said they hadn't 
told their parents, who expressed horror and promised to 
discipline the boys. The whole family was then released 


just as they have been in similar incidents over the past 
two years. Osterholt said. 
“God knows how many times they have been caught, 
come up with the same line and been released.” said 
Osterholt. “They've had two years to perfect their story 
in snowing the police.” 
“They give the appearance of being a wealthy family.” 
Osterholt said. “ Nothing but the finest clothes, jewelry. 
They stay in the best hotels. They go first cabin all the 
way.” 
“These kids are learning crime does pay. and very 
handsomely,” Osterholt said. “They eat out all the time, 
are always in hotels. They've got to be spending WOO a day 
just to live.” 
They were caught qpd released in Hawaii the day 
before the arrest in Woodland Hills and were arrested and 
set free here last year about this time. Osterholt said. 
The family claims to be from Atlantic City, N.J., but all 
the specifics as to their address and what schools the boys 
attend are phony, Osterholt said. 


Osterholt said the police in each jurisdiction probably 
figure “ these people will never come back again so they 
counsel them and release them .” 
The father and one son were actually brought to court in 
Lombard, III., but disappeared during a lunch recess and 
the local authorities never bothered to put out a warrant 
on them, Osterholt said 


Prosecution of the parents by any local jurisdiction is 
difficult because the parents never go in the stores and 
claim ignorance of the whole thing. 
Osterholt said authorities probably can't convict the 
parents on any one theft but must prove “scheme and 
design" by bringing in witnesses from all over to show 
how the parents are involved. 
The FBI agreed last week to enter the case for the hrst 
time and is asking witnesses to any of the family’s past 
crimes to come forward with their evidence. 
The parents give the names Melvin Howard Ei9enberg, 
41, and Harriett Tropea, 34, Osterholt said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
Majority Leader Robert C. Byrd 
warned the Senate today that any 
major effort to amend President 
Carter's emergency natural gas bill 
could kilt th e leg islatio n and 
aggravate the natural gas crisis 
“ I hope senators will restrain their 
zest for offering what they consider 
to be long range solutions Byrd said 
in a floor spect h as the Senate began 
its second day of debate on the 
legislation “The result can be no bill 
•I all ” 
The West Virginia Democrat said 
he feels Americans want Congress 
p ro m p tly to give C a rte r the 
authority be seeks to deal with the 
crisis “ 1 think the Senate is being 
tested,” he said 
Minority Leader Howard Baker, 
R.Tena , joined Byrd in urging fast 
action on the b»U, and also said he 
hoped “Congress will not forget the 


sense of urgency” of the energy 
crisis once the emergency legislation 
is passed. 
C o n g re s s io n a l le a d e rs a re 
predicting the bill will get to the 
President's desk by the end of the 
week. Byrd said he would keep the 
Senate in session late today if it ap­ 
peared that a final vote could come 
Talking with reporters before 
today's Senate session, Byrd said 
that any attempt to amend the bill, 
other thay purely technical amend­ 
ments, could spell disaster for the 
legislation. 
Over the weekend, Carter said he 
m ight go along w ith a "few 
amendments” to the bill, including 
one that might include a requirement 
that industries go on a four-day work 
week. 
But Byrd emphasized that even 
amendments supported by the Presi­ 
dent would “open the door” to major 


modifications in the bill, including a 
possible attem pt by senators from 
gas-producing states to push for 
long range natural gas deregulation 
The bill would enable Carter to 
order gas transferred from one 
pipeline company to another to get it 
to areas hardest hit by the current 
spell of abnormally cold weather. 
Carter's proposal also would free 
some gas from federal price controls 
through July 31. 
Carter flew by helicopter to Pitt­ 
sburgh on Sunday, saying he wanted 
a first hand look at the impact the 
weather is having on employment. 
Arctic temperatures that swept 
across the eastern half of. the nation 
on Friday put more than 1.5 million 
persons out of work, closed factories 
and other businesses and forced cur­ 
tailment of the use of already scarce 
natural gas. 
The Senate, which waived commit- 


tee hearings on C arter’s energy 
legislation, gets back to work on the 
bill today alter opening debate F ri­ 
day Attempts to amend the legisla­ 
tion may produce a “ free-for-all on 
the floor.' one Senate aide said. 
Although a vote in the Senate was 
possible by late today, leaders said a 
vote was more likely Tuesday. 
In the House, a “ markup" session 
on the legislation was scheduled for 
today by the House Commerce Com­ 
mittee to ready the bill for an­ 
ticipated floor action Tuesday. 
Congressional leaders have urged

Millions of children and adults 
stayed home today in the East and 
Midwest — maybe the only place 
many of them could find warmth as a 
severe winter chill cut deep into the 
supply of natural gas.

WASHINGTON 
(A P )- President 
Carter today sent to Congress his 
$31 2-billion jobs and tax-cut 
program featuring a $50 tax rebate 
for most Americans. He declared 
that the two-year proposal “ will set 
the stage for substantial growth in 
the years ahead ” 
The program embodies his cam ­ 
paign pledge to try to put new zip in 
the economy by cutting unemploy­ 
ment while fending off inflation. 
The tax rebate and reduction por­ 
tions would put $11.4 billion into tax­ 
payers' hands this year and would 
save individuals and business 
another $10.6 billion over the next 
two years. 
The jobs part of his two-year 
program includes $4 billion for ad­ 
ditional emergency public works, 
another 415.000 public service jobs, 
and various training programs in­ 
cluding ones targeted at youth and 
Vietnam war veterans. 
He said he was guided by five prin­ 
ciples in creating the program : Con­ 
tinuity and consistency; speed, 
fairness; effectiveness, and limita­ 
tion on permanent budget cost. 
Here are the elements ol Uie tax 
portion of Carter's proposal: 
—A $50 rebate of 1976 taxes for 
each taxpayer and dependent up to 
the limif of the taxpayer's liability. 
This will cost $8 2 billion 
—A special $1 4-billion provision 
which will give many working poor 
families the full $50 per person even 
it that exceeds their total tax 
liability. 
—A $50 payment to every recipient 
of Social Security, Supplemental 
Security Income, or Railroad Retire­ 
ment This will cost $18 billion 
—A permanent increase in the 
standard deduction on income tax 
calculations which would mean that 
3.7 million low-income taxpayers and 
their families would no longer have 
to pay tax. The standard deduction 
now ranges from $2.100 to $2.800 for 
couples and from $1.700 to $2,400 for 
single persons Carter wouid change 
this to a flat $2.800 for couoies and 
$2,400 for singles 
Once phased in, this proposal 
would cost about $4 billion per year. 
—An alte rn a te tax break for 
business of either: a tax credit equal 
to four per cent of Social Security 
payroll taxes paid by the employer 
or an additional two per cent credit 
for new investment in machinery or 
equipment This would save business 
$900 million this year and $2 7 billion 
in fiscal 1978 


Coffey— 'old New Dealer' — named Demo chairman 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Bert Coffey, who says he is 
“ perhaps an old New D ealer.” is the new California 
Democratic party chairman, and former U.S. Sen. John 
Tunney is hinting at a political comeback. 
The election Sunday of Coffey, a 60-year-old public rela­ 
tions executive from Richmond, capped a three-day con­ 
vention which generally was free of the battles of recent 
California Democratic party conventions. 
But Coffey stirred controversy in his acceptance speech 
with references to members of the party’s Chicano 
Caucus as “ Mexicans” and conservative Republicans as 
“ bastards.” 
(Coffey immediately apologized to the Chicano Caucus 
But in a news conference he expanded on his “ bastard” 


remarks about brewery executive Adolph Coors and state 
Sen. H.L. Richardson, R-Arcadia. 
Tunney, who lost a narrow race for re-election last 
November to Republican S I. Hayakawa, told the conven­ 
tion Saturday that his years in Congress were the happiest 
of his life, and that he does not rule out the possibility of 
running for the Senate or some other office in the future. 
It was the 42-year-old Tunney’s first public appearance 
since a news conference the morning after Hayakawa's 
victory, at which time Tunney said he had no desire to 
ever run for office again. 
Coffey defeated 41-year-old San Francisco attorney 
Fred Furth 705-503 to win a two-year term succeeding Los 
Angeles attorney Charles Manatt, who stepped down. 


Also elected were Mary Warren of Oakland as state 
vice-chairperson and Alice Travis of Los Angeles as 
women’s chairperson. 
Liberal-backed Los Angeles theater owner Bruce 
Corwin defeated millionaire Orange County developer 
R ichard O ’Neill 387-347 for Southern California 
chairperson. Nancy Pelosi of San Francisco was unop­ 
posed for Northern California chairperson. 
O’Neill, who was seeking reelection, had become con­ 
troversial because of his role in financing an! Orange 
County politican machine with Dr. Louis Celia, a 
Republican convicted last year of tax evasion, forgery 
and grand theft. 
O’Neill’s defeat diminished his chances of election as 


state chairman in 1979, when party rules require that the 
post be turned over to a Southern Californian. 
Coffey in his campaign, emphasized ties with party 
leaders of past years But both Coffey and Furth dismis­ 
sed suggestions that the election marked a resurgence of 
Old Guard influence. 
Coffey said he wants the formal party organization to 
play a bigger role in financing candidates, conducting 
registration drives and 
repairing the traditional 
Democratic coalition of labor, liberals, minorities and the 
poor. 
And he suggested that Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., who 
has kept his distance from the state party, might be wise 
to change.

Rockwell International, the main 
contractor for the craft, along with 
law officers, prepared security for 
the trip, which was expected to at­ 
tract hundreds of sightseers from the 
southern California desert com­ 
munities of Palm dale and Lan­ 
caster. 
The sight was a half-rocket, half- 
airplane cargo carrier headed for 
Edwards Air Force Base 
A spokesm an for the National 
A eronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration said the delta-winged 122- 
foot-long craft with a 53foot-high tail 
fin was timed to reach its temporary 
home at Dry den Flight Research at 
the base by late afternoon. 
A 90-wheel trailer rig carrying the 
orblter had tested the route twice to 
make sure the orbiter s 78-foot 
wingspan would clear all obstacles 
and to detect any weak spots in the 
roadway. The orbiter tips the scales 
at 110 tons. 
The big moving Job was being 
handled by Contractor’s Cargo, a 
firm which in the past moved loads 
such as the massive fuel tanks for 
the Saturn rocket used in many U.S. 
space launches. 
The space orbiter, says Lee Bisson 
of Contractors Cargo, is the “ most 
expensive load ever carried in the 
history of trucking.” Its value is not 
precisely known, but one NASA 
spokesman estimated the craft to be 
worth $500 million. 
If tests go well, the craft in a few

BUFFALO. N Y. (AP) - Private 
contractors teamed with National 
Guardsmen and city workers today 
in an effort to clear snow from 
streets and highways in storm- 
beaten Buffalo. 
But near-blizzard conditions main­ 
tained a stranglehold on western 
New York state, and some officials 
said the fight to clean snow-clogged 
streets seemed a losing battle 
because of high winds 
Roads remained littered with 
hundreds of abandoned automobiles 
Sunday night, hindering emergency 
vehicles and trucks loaded wholesale 
food and fuel oil for homes.

Hastings 
sentenced 
for taking 
kickbacks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
Rep. James F. Hastings of New York 
was sentenced today to serve 20 
months to five years in prison for ac­ 
cepting salary kickbacks from two 
men on his congressional payroll. 
Hastings, a New York Republican 
who resigned a year ago to become 
president of a trade association, was 
given a week to clean up his affairs 
before reporting to prison. 
Where he will serve his term will 
be decided by the Bureau of Prisons 
in the next few days. 
“You were elected to a position of 
public honor,” U.S. District Judge 
June L. Green told Hastings. She 
said he was guilty of ”a violation of 
public trust.” 
Hastings was convicted Dec. 17 by 
a jury of 20 counts of mail fraud and 
eight counts of making false state­ 
ments to the House Finance Office. 
The maximum sentence on each 
count was five years in prison. 
Judge Green said she had re­ 
ceived many letters to the effect that 
Hastings served his district well, 
that he and his family suffered 
enough already and “that since 
everybody does it, it is unfair to 
make an example of you.” 
She said she had considered all 
that but added: 
“You were elected to a position of 
honor with grave national respon­ 
sibilities. The conduct for which you 
have been found guilty constituted a 
violation of that public trust. 
"The allegations that your actions 
In receiving kickbacks was standard 
procedure denigrates the vast 
majority of honorable public of­ 
ficials ” 


John Kotelly, an assistant U.S. at­ 
torney in the fraud division, told 
Judge Green that “We think the 
motive Is dear in this case and that 
is a motive of greed Mr. Hastings 
clearly abused the public trust. ” 


TOKYO (AP) - Vice President 
Walter F. Mondale promised Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda today that 
the Carter administration will con­ 
sult with the Japanese government 
fully on issues that concern both na­ 
tions. 
Mondale also pledged that the new 
administration will make no sudden 
changes of policy that might em­ 
barrass Japan, like President Nix­ 
on's decision in 1972, without giving 
the Japanese ample warning, to im­ 
prove relations with Communist 
China.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter is asking members of 
Congress what the United States can 
do to get an accounting of the 800 
Americans still missing in action in 
Southeast Asia. 
Carter called a meeting today with 
Rep. G. V. Montgomery, D-Miss , 
whose Select Committee on Missing 
Persons in Southeast Asia urged the 
United States to press as hard as pos­ 
sible for an accounting. 
A Montgomery aide said Carter, 
the congressman and other members 
of the committee were focusing on 
details of the panel’s report last 
December. The report concluded 
that no Americans are still being 
held prisoner from the Indochina 
war. 
“The congressman himself has 
said that the matter (of missing per­ 
sons) is up to the State Department 
now.” the aide said. “Under the law, 
they are the ones who can negotiate 
(an accounting).” 
The meeting came one day after 
Carter witnessed the installation of 
Andrew Young as his United Nations 
ambassador Young was to present

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter said today he is considering 
opening his Cabinet meetings to 
news media coverage. 
Carter told his Cabinet that his two 
concerns about such a move are 
public discussion of national security 
matters and the Cabinet officers' 
own possible reticence But he said 
he is inclined to try the open policy at 
another Cabinet meeting next week 
Cabinet meetings under past presi­ 
dents traditionally have been closed 
except occassionally when s Presi­ 
dent wanted to make a public state­ 
ment or simply have the meeting 
photographed. 
But this morning Carter told his 
department heads, with reporters 
present: “When we make a mistake 
here or have some embarrassing 
thing occur, it's going to leak out 
anyway. But we do want to let the 
public know the government is in 
good hands. * 
After voicing concern about dis­ 
cussion of national security matters, 


wanted to go to Washington as soon 
as possible. 
Much of the conversation was 
devoted to the international 
economic situation, the economic 
policies of both countries and the 
agenda, timing and site for the sum­ 
mit conference of major non- 
Communist industrial nations to be 
held this spring. 
“There was agreement that both 
countries would, on a continuing 
basis, watch how each other's 
economies were doing,” one source 
said. “You have to be in constant 
consultation.” 
He said the meeting was “very 
businesslike but relaxed,” and 
“there are no issues of great ten­ 
sion.” 
Aides to Mondale said there was no 
discussion of withdrawal of U.S. 
ground troops from South Korea and 
future U.S. relations with China, but 
they said the two men would take up 
these topics at a meeting Tuesday. 
Afterward Mondale will hold a news 
conference and then leave for 
Washington.

Hearing for slaying 
suspect scheduled 


I 
A Chino man accused in the shooting death of an On­ 
tario man Jan. 17 in Chino must appear in the San Bernar­ 
dino Municipal Court Feb. 8 for a preliminary hearing 
He is Ernest Miguel Garcia. 23, who was arrested 
following the slaying of Anthony Marcos Garcia. 18. 
whose body was found in a field near Second Street. 
Three juveniles were also arrested and charged with 
murder They are waiting dispositions in juvenile court. 
Garcia, no relation to the victim, appeared Tuesday for 
arraignm ent on the m urder charge before Judge 
Theodore Crum in the San Bernardino court. 
Police investigating the slaying reported the victim was 
found lying face down in a field. He was believed to have 
been shot twice in the head by a shotgun at close range. 
Just prior to his death, officers believe the victim had 
been riding in a stolen car in the Chino area that was spot­ 
ted by police. 
He and several other occupants jumped from the vehi­ 
cle to escape from officers, they added. Garcia is 
believed to have run into Chino’s downtown area where he 
was confronted by persons who beat, stabbed and shot 
him. 
Police said four persons arrested are believed to be as­ 
sociated with the Chino Sinners street gang, while the vic­ 
tim was reported to have ties with a rival Ontario gang 
called the Black Angels. 
Prior to his being charged with murder, Garcia was 
arrested a day after the slaying on a narcotics charge. In 
addition, he was on bail pending trial on a charge of as­ 
sault on a peace officer which stemmed from a D.E.S. 
Hall riot last September, said investigators. 
Ontario police said the shooting victim had been 
arrested earlier this month following the stabbing death 
of an Ontario man. He was later released when it was 
determined that Garcia had acted in self defense, they ad­ 
ded.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission today made public 
a proposed consent order 
that prohibits General 
Electric from falsely 
advertising the relibility of 
its television sets. 
The order followed 
allegations by the FTC that 
GE had no adequate proof 
to back up its 1973 claims 
that its sets required “less 
service” than any com­ 
parable 
American-made 
models. In fact, the FTC 
alleged, GE had some 
evidence to the contrary. 
The company admitted 
nothing by signing the 
order, and it was not asses­ 
sed a penalty.. 
It did agree not to adver­ 
tise in the future that its 
products were superior to 
any others unless it had ac­ 
ceptable proof of its claims 
and was willing to supply 
the proof to interested con­ 
sumers. 
The FTC will not require 
GE to pay for independent 
tests to back up its adver­ 
tising claims, allowing the 
company to continue to 
conduct its own eval­ 
uations.

HOLLYWOOD (NEA) - 
Consider stardom. For 
most people, looking at 
that grand institution from 
the outside, it seems the 
height of glamor. What 
could be better than the 
fame and fortune that go 
with being a big name in 
show business? 
I spoke to Tony Orlando 
about the subject. Maybe it 
was because his CBS show 
was being cancelled, but be 
talked of the negative 
asppcts of being a major 
star. 
He became downright 
gloomy and talked in terms 
of the epitaph he has 
prepared, he says, for his 
tombstone. 
“1 read a book about 
tom bstones,” Orlando 
said, “and I've been giving 
a lot of thought to the 
problem. And I finally 
figured what I'd like to 
have on mine. 
“The front of it would 
read: 
“ L IFE IS A SLOW 
DEATH. 
“ And then, on the back, 
there would be these 
words: 
* AH. BUT WHAT A 
WAY TO GO.” 
That 
philosophical 
dichotomy about stardom 
permeates Orlando's think­ 
ing on the subject. He 
recognizes the good and 
the bad in his situation, as 
one of today’s most pop­ 
ular entertainers. 
He likes being succes­ 
sful He likes entertaining 
the public and watching 
them respond to his ar­ 
tistry 
And he likes the 
material rewards that br­ 
ings. 
“ 1 like money and what 
it can buy," he says. “I like 
driving fancy cars, wear- 


ing fancy clothes, living in 
style It s a good feeling to 
make money. 
“ For the first time in 
years. I am now solvent. I 
don’t owe anybody a penny. 
I’ve paid off all my debts. 
I’ve paid all my taxes. I 
bought a new house.” 
So. financially, stardom 
pleases him. But the good 
life is not all fancy cars 
and clothes. 
“The public," he says, 
“ has no idea of the work it 
takes to put on a variety 
show. I wish 1 had a dollar 
for every time I’ve gone on 
a plane and some woman 
has come up to me and 
said. 'You have it made — 
you only have to work one 
hour a 
week e v e r y 
Wednesday.’ 
They just don’t under­ 
stand that you have to be 
there (at CBS) at 8:30 
every morning and don't 
get home until ten or so in 
the evening. And that's six 
days a week. 
"I’m tired. I can under­ 
stand why some perform­ 
ers quit, because the grind 
is just so tough.” 
He looked tired. The 
bounce that characterizes 
his on-screen personality 
was missing. He leaned 
back in his chair, propping 
his high-soled shoes up on 
his desk. 
rtI make a lot of money,” 
he said, “but I have to pay 
a big price for that money. 
The big thing is the loss of 
anonymity. 
“Say — take my six- 
year-old son to the beach, 
i'm immediately sur­ 


rounded. Autographs. Pic­ 
tures. Whatever. And Ken­ 
ny keeps saying, But. Dad­ 
dy. you promised to take 
me on the merry-go-round, 
when are we going on the 


m erry -g o -ro u n d . 
You 
prom ised.’ By then it’s 
four o’clock, and I’ve done 
n o t h i n g 
but 
s i g n 
autographs, and it’s time 
to go home.”

Orlando says he doesn't 
like to talk this way. to 
burst the public’s shim­ 
mering bubble. 
“That's another price a 
star has to pay for star­ 
dom,” he says. "It’s wrong 
to destroy the public’s fan­ 
tasy. They think being a 
star is the greatest thing 
there is. I am living their 
fantasy. It would be cruel 
to destroy that fantasy, to 
tell them of the ugly side of 
stardom.” 
In a way, Tony Orlando 
is living his own fantasy. 
He grew up. a New York 
slum kid. wanting star­ 
dom. His p a r t i c u l a r 
dream, however, wasn't so 
much for the money. 
“ Ever since I was a 
kid.” he says. “I’ve wanted 
to entertain people, to br­ 
ing them some laughs, 
some pleasure. Honestly, 
I’m not in the business for 
the money, although I like 
money. 
“ But it wasn’t the money 
that drove me. As a matter 
of fact, when I first went 
on TV - July 3. 1974 - I 
was $800.000 in debt. That’s 
proof that I wasn’t in show 
business for the money.” 
“It’s wonderful, being a 
star,” he says, “no matter 
what I've said It’s what I 
always wanted ”

Protesting 
residents 
ecstatic 


Transit district to 
ban rumbling buses

The big RTD buses are gone from 
Green and Olive streets in Clare­ 
mont, and the residents are “ec­ 
static.” 
The board of directors of the 
Southern California Rapid Transit 
District is expected today to take ac­ 
tion to approve the detour of the big 
buses to Bucknell Avenue and Santa 
Fe Street for turnarounds. 
RTD bus drivers began last 
Wednesday using the commercial 
streets as turnarounds at the ends of 
their routes. 
Residents on Green and Olive 
streets became irritated last fall 
about the buses rumbling east on 
Green Street and highballing south 
on Olive Street to start their route 
west on Arrow Highway. 
Mrs. Lloyd Ritchey of 231 Olive St. 
and Mrs. Don Gump of 224 Olive St. 
walked the two streets and had resi­ 
dents sign a petition to the Clare­ 
mont City Council asking aid in get- 
tin g 
th e b u s e s o u t of th e 
neighborhood They were able to get 
42 signatures which they took to the 
council meeting Nov. 23 
“ I'm very satisfied that a group of 
citizens could band together over a 
mutual problem to get something 
done," said Lloyd Ritchey. “Thefact 
that the council listened to us and got 
RTD to respond restores my faith in 
our government representatives.” 
Ritchey explained that the RTD 
bus drivers used Green and Olive 
streets for thetr stop and smoke 
tim e, and th a t no one in the 
neighborhood could board or get off a 
bus on the residential streets. 
“ They had to walk to Indian Hill 
Boulevard and Arrow Highway to 
board the bus,” he said. 
Mrs. Gump said that the neighbors 
are “ecstatic" about the buses miss­ 
ing from the street. 
“ I noticed Friday that there were 
no buses, and I became very happy,” 
she said. “ Those buses had been 
bothering us as late as 10:30 at night. 
We have 10 preschool and school 
hiidren living in this area, and we 
were afraid for their safety.” 
“ We are grateful to the City Coun­ 
cil for its prompt action," she said 
An RTD spokesman said that the 
detour of the buses will cost an extra 
$1,800 a year.

She had lost her powers of 
speech several years ago. 
Now, Mrs Barnes said. Kim cannot walk. She can, 
however, sit in a wheelchair, something she could not do 
before the initial surgery. And, her arms are freed and 
she can write. Before the surgery she could not use her 
arms or her hands.

Generous readers contributed $17.000 to the Kim Ayers 
Benefit Fund after the Progress Bulletin told her story a 
year ago. 
“ Kim was very disappointed after she returned home 
from New York last June,” said Mrs. Barnes. “ She 
thought she would be able to walk and talk. 
“ I’ve warned her this time not to expect m iracles.” 
Mrs Barnes said funds from the initial contributions 
will finance this trip and this surgery. 
“ We are to report to St. Barnabas Hospital in the Bronx 
on Feb. 7, and a date for surgery will be set.“ said Mrs. 
Barnes The surgeon in Kim s case is Dr. I. S. Cooper. 
In May, Kim was in surgery 45 minutes. Mrs. Barnes 
said she was not given a general anesthesia and answered 
questions while the doctor performed the operation. 
Kim was a normal child until age 10 when she was In 
fourth grade at Washington Elementary School in 
Pomona Her condition first was diagnosed as mental il­ 
lness and she was sent to Camarillo State Hospital Short­ 
ly she was disgnosed as a dystonia patient and sent to 
UCLA Medical Center, then Angel View. 
She is continuing her school work there and com­ 
municates with those around her by writing notes, her 
mother said.

inmates' families find solace, support in Chino group

Where does a woman with young 
children go after her husband, the 
sole support of the family, suddenly 
is removed from the streets and 
plat ed behind prison walls? 
■ This question is answered by a 
valley organization called Friends 
Outside 
“ If the community decides a 
person is to go to prison, the com­ 
munity then has a responsibility to 
the inmate's family,” said Peter 
Poppleton, the Friends Outside 
representative at the California In­ 
stitution for Men (CIM> in Chino 
Poppleton explained that Friends 
Outside, begun 22 years ago at the 
Santa Clara County Jail, believes the 
community does have a respon­ 
sibility to inmates' families. 
“ Wives and children are not to 
blame. They should not be punished 
for the crimes of their husbands and 
fathers We try to help overcome the 
stigma that too often is attached to 
the innocent family. 
“ Mainly, we try to help the 
families help themselves through a 
most stressful time. 
” Wt show the families that they 
are not social outcasts and are not to 
W »w for ihoir mates’ mistakes. We 


try to m ake their adjustm ents 
positive experiences.” said Pop­ 
pleton 
Until recently. Friends Outside 
had no valley chapter although two 
of the state's largest prisons are 
here, including the only womens* 
prison in the state. 
Now a group of Chino residents. In­ 
cluding Mrs 
Peggy Morris, have 
formed the West End Friends Out­ 
side Chapter. It is headquartered at 
St. M arg aret M ary’s C atholic 
Church, (2686 Central Ave 
Poppleton explained how the 
program works 
When newly convicted felons are 
placed in a prison adjustment center, 
prior to be assigned to a prison, he 
and other Friends Outside represen­ 
tatives — such as Nickie Carpenter 
from the California Institution for 
Women (C1W) — -conduct an orien­ 
tation 
The new prisoners are told they 
may send their families to Friends 
Outside for assistance. 
This assistance may include 
providing the families with informa­ 
tion on com m unity services 
available to them, filling out various 
aid forms, providing transportation 
to and from the prison on visiting 
davs. local in v and sometimes fur 


I 


nishing living quarters and child care 
on visiting days at the prison 
Of prim ary im portance to the 
Friends Outside volunteers is en­ 
couraging family visits at the prisons 
and helping get the children into 
schools. 
Poppleton said that a special study 
made at C1M by Norm Holt revealed 
that the inmate recidivism rate 
(those prisoners returning to prison 
for violating parole or committing 
other crimes after their releases! 
dramatically decreased when an in­ 
carcerated prisoner had many fami­ 
ly visits 
“ We want to keep the family 
together through visits at the 
prison,” he said. 
Currently, Friends Outside is ex­ 
panding its West End program and is 
in desperate need for volunteers to 
assist with child care at the prisons. 
“ It's the volunteers who keep the 
program going,” said Poppleton. 
On weekends volunteers assist in 
caring for the children, giving the in­ 
mate and his spouse some time 
alone, and indirectly aiding the 
prison officers in controlling the 
area 
Also, the volunteers make the 
prison atmosphere less traumatic 
for the bewildered children through 


organized playground activities. 
Fortunately, at C1M the large 
playground and visiting area are 
located some distance from the gray 
buildings and barred windows as­ 
sociated with prison facilities 
The playground, built recently by 
inmates, is much like those found in 
county parks 


One of the F rien d s O utside 
volunteers, Carol Bamber, youth ac­ 
tivities director of the YWCA, said 
her experience caring for inmates 
children was “ very rewarding 
"I can’t really explain the good 
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feelings I get working and playing 
with these children.” she said. “ It's 
wonderful.” 
Friends Outside currently is look­ 
ing for new volunteers to assist in the 
child care programs

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The problem 
of refugees 


In the derides since World War II. the United 
States has opened its doors to millions of refugees 
from around the world. 
While the numbers are smaller than they were in 
the aftermath of that war, the Hungarian and 
Cuban revolutions and, more recently, the fall of 
Saigon, the flow of refugees continues. So does the 
work of that great humanitarian organization, the 
International Rescue Committee. 
Last year, the IRC provided emergency as­ 
sistance and resettlement and other services to 
refugees from 27 countries. Unfortunately, it 
reports, its programs were carried out “ in a 
climate of growing insensitivity to refugee rights 
and refugee needs.” 
The Hong Kong government, for example, con­ 
tinued to return escapees from China to the 
mainland. Kurdish refugees were deported to Iraq. 
Political exiles from Haiti had to resist their expul­ 
sion from the United States. Yugoslavia sent es­ 
capees back to Albania. And overshadowing all the 
many instances of violation of refugee rights, says 
the IRC, was the plight of the “ boat people” from 
Vietnam. 
During the second half of 1976, thousands of 
refugees escaping from Vietnam in small boats 
became a major concern of the IRC. which says 
there is no parallel to their flight in its annals, not 
even escapes by sea from Cuba to the tip of Florida. 
The “ boat people” must cover long distances 
through turbulent waters, all the time within range 
of Vietnamese and Cambodian gunboats. Even 
more dangerous than the gunboats are typhoons, 
which one London newspaper says claimed thou­ 
sands of refugees last year. 
In spite of all obstacles, in November alone more 
than 600 “ boat people” reached Thailand, which 
next to the United States has admitted the greatest 
number of refugees from Indochina. Others 
managed to land in Hong Kong, Malaysia and the 
Philippines, but these countries, and others, are 
taking increasingly hostile attitudes toward 
refugees 
A major effort will be required in 1977. says the 
IRC, to secure acceptance of these refugees by 
countries around the South China Sea and Gulf of 
Siam, and by creating a climate of hospitality in 
other lands, including the United States. 
“ Because we are free,” said President Carter in 
his inaugural speech, “ we can never be indifferent 
to the fate of freedom elsewhere.” 
. 
The unspoken corollary to those words, which the 
International Rescue Committee daily translates 
into action, is that we can never be indifferent to 
the fate of the victims of tyranny. 
Americans, the freest people on earth, can be 
proud that they have never been indifferent, when 
they were aware of the need.

Taiwan not a failure 


Dear Editor: 
I have been a reader of your paper 
for some 18 yean and feel that I have 
benefited by so doing. I also wish to 
compliment you on the splendid 
items in your paper on foreign 
countries, especially the Far East. I 
also happen to be a native of China 
by birth and spent most of my life as 
a missionary on the mainland of 
(Tiina and also on the island of 
Taiwan. 
I was very much concerned, 
however, by an article which ap­ 
peared in your paper of Jan. 6, I 
believe it was entitled “ Corrupt Of­ 
ficials on Taiwan — Their Days are 
Numbered” by a' correspondent I 
presume in Taipei. He presented the 
case against the present government 
and stated that Chiang Kai-shek's 
“ corrupt officials are living on 
borrowed time.” And intimating that 
the present administration was not 
only in for a bad time but would 
probably be replaced by another (in­ 
timating the present regime on the 
mainland. Communist). 
I have visited Taiwan only once 
since leaving there in 1961 but have 
kept in touch through the Daily Poet 
(English Edition) and by cor­ 
respondence and must say that the 
present regime has made a tremen­ 
dous success and there is absolutely 
no indication of its early demise The 
entire 
island of 17 million inhabi­ 
tants is prospering and have 
achieved amazing progress. Its ex­ 
ports. largely agricultural, are con­ 
siderably more in volume than its 
imports and are actually con­ 
siderably higher than those of the 
mainland (Communist China) with 
its 400 million people. It is rapidly 
electrifying its entire railw ay 
system, is making splendid progress 


in education in practically every 
field and is only deserving of the 
highest praise. 
I cannot but feel disturbed at the 
statements made in this article 
which would indicate that the whole 
country was pretty much a failure. I 
am interested in Nationalist China’s 
progress for I have served that 
country for some 60 years and have 
watched its progress with the 
greatest admiration. On the other 
hand, mainland, or Red China, is now 
engaged in revolution and Taiwan 
has every hope of being able to 
retake it in the not very distant 
future. Travelers who have been in 
mainland China in recent times prac­ 
tically all criticize its failure in prac­ 
tically every field and report the con­ 
sequent dissatisfaction throughout 
the country. Refugees are still es­ 
caping chiefly through Hong Kong at 
the rate of nearly 1,000 every month, 
swimming Bias Bay at the risk of be­ 
ing eaten by sharks or drowning or 
being shot by guards at the border. 
At one time I served as general 
secretary of what was known as ‘‘Aid 
to Chinese Refugee Intellectuals” 
(most of these refugees were men 
and women of some education) and 
resettled approximately 12.000 in 
Taiwan in various positions and 2,300 
in this country where they have 
made a splendid record The State 
Department assisted by a gift of 
$240,000 to pay for their air transport 
to the states. Of this money the 
beneficiaries insisted on repaying as 
much as they wer > able — which 
amounted to 94 per cent of the total 
paid — after earning a fair living 
over here. In c id e n ta lly, the 
chairman of the committee over 
here was none other than Dr Walter 
Judd, then congressman and for 


many years a medical missionary In 
China. 
For the past few years the Chinese 
government has been responsible for 
caring for these refugees through a 
special division. There is much more 
that I could say in support of such as­ 
sistance as we have made in the past 
but time does not permit. 
As administrative advisor of the 
Industrial Cooperative Movement 
which was concerned chiefly with 
transporting manufacturing plants 
from West China to the East during 
the Japanese invasion of China, I had 
occasion to make many important 
observations. I also had the privilege 
of bringing 20 new trucks and a car 
over the Burma Road. 
Gen. Wedemeyer, one of our 
greatest military men of all time, 
was for several years the chief 
military adviser to Chiang Kai-shek 
and stated that he found President 
Chiang a most able and faithful of­ 
ficial. and one who was also greatly 
concerned with the welfare of his 
subjects. As one time advisor to the 
President myself, I feel the same. 
Actually Chiang was one of the 
greatest chiefs of state of any 
country in this age. 


It, therefore, seems most unfor­ 
tunate to have an article appearing 
in your esteemed publication of this 
nature especially since there seem to 
be quite a number who are trying to 
belittle the present regime in Free 
C h in a 
by 
a d v o ca tin g 
the 
acknowledgement of the Communist 
regime. It would indeed be unfor­ 
tunate if we now recognized their 
regime and removed our recognition 
of Nationalist China as they demand.

At a time when we hear so much about the decline 
in reading ability among the nation’s youth, it is 
good to learn that one organization is successfully 
motivating children to read books in school systems 
across the country. 
The organization is the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society, which for the past two years has 
been conducting a program called the “ MS Read-a- 
thon ”

Since it began locally in Cleveland in 1974. some 
$5 million has been raised nationwide through the 
program. 
That's a lot of books, and a lot of kids In fact, the 
society says that the hundreds of thousands of 
youngsters who have participated in the MS Rcad- 
a-thon have read more than 10 million books so far.

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Secrecy provides cover 
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WASHINGTON - Our most hush- 
hush intelligence agency is the 
National Reconnaissance Office, 
which operates Am erica's spy 
satellites. 
The strict secrecy, 
however, has provided the NRO's top 
policymakers with a convenient 
cover for hiding conflicts of interest 
Our sources estimate that the NRO 
spends at least $15 billion a year 
Huge secret contracts are handed 
out to fortunate, favored companies. 
Because 
the 
spy-in-the-sky 
technology cannot be revealed for 
security reasons, the contracting 
process is hidden from the public. 
But we can report a few in­ 
teresting facts, which have nothing 
to do with military security:

d raw s 
its 
top 
policymakers from the White House, 
Pentagon and Central Intelligence 
Agency. One seat on the policy 
board, for example, is assigned to 
the undersecretary of the Air Force. 
In 1973, this sensitive seat went to 
James Plummer who came to the 
Air Force from Lockheed Corpora­ 
tion 
At Lockheed, he had been in 
charge of developing spy satellites. 
He had an 18-year record of loyalty 
to the corporation Then overnight, 
he was in a position to help deter­ 
mine which companies would get the 
Juicy satellite contracts 
This was an obvious conflict, 
which was taken up quietly with 
Senate Armed Services Chairman 
John Stenms (D Miss 1. He is known 
inside the Senate as “ The White- 
washer ” 
In a letter to Stennis, Plummer 
pledged that he had agreed “ to serve 
as undersecretary for three and one 
half years minimum.” He added 
solemnly: “ I have no agreement, ex­ 
press or implied, with Lockheed and 
no understanding respecting re­ 
employment.” He later repeated 
both pledges under oath. 
Yet last June Plummer notified 
his superiors in the Pentagon that 
he was quitting, although he had 
served only two and one half not 
three and one half years Thereafter, 
he returned to the Lockheed payroll 
as vice president in charge of the 
corporation’s Missiles and Space 
Company at Sunnyvale, Calif 
While Plummer was riding the 


merry-go-round between the Pen­ 
tagon and Lockheed, the corporation 
was the nation's top spy satellite con­ 
tractor 
Another passenger on the merry- 
go-round was Albert Hall, who 
started out with Martin Marietta 
from 1958 to 1963 He moved into the 
Pentagon for the next two years, 
then back to Martin Marietta from 
1965 to 1971. Finally, he returned to 
the Pentagon again as assistant 
defense secretary in charge of in­ 
telligence 
This position gives Hall a seat on 
NRO’s polity board, where he, too. 
has influence over the spy satellite 
program. Martin Marietta, it turns 
out, builds booster rockets for spy 
satellites. 
Footnote: A Defense Department 
spokesman said all military con­ 
tracts are awarded according to law, 
but he refused to respond to specific 
questions about the secret reconnais­ 
sance contracts. 
Plummer was asked to remain at 
his post, according to the Pentagon, 
in the interest of continuity. 
Safeguards were taken to avoid any 
conflicts. Pentagon officials said 
Both Plummer and Hail denied any 
conflicts: both insisted they were not 
involved in contract decisions af­ 
fecting their former companies. 
Plummer said he left the Pentagon 
early to return to Lockheed for “ per­ 
sonal” reasons. Hall, currently an

Sacramento scene 
Dow and the 
environment

It must indeed have been embarrassing to Gov. Jerry 
Brown when, at the very time be was visiting Wall Street 
to assure the moguls of California’s healthy business 
climate, the giant Dow Chemical Co. announced its aban­ 
donment of plans for a $500 million petrochemical com­ 
plex on the upper San Francisco Bay because of 
“ bureaucratic red tape.” 
The company had acquired 2,700 acres near Collinsville 
where it planned prolonged jobs for 1,000 construction 
workers and permanent employment for another 1,000 
workers. 
But it ran afoul of the laws, mostly involving en­ 
vironmental concerns, which required a multiplicity of ‘ 
permits. Altogether Dow said its plan was subject to ob­ 
taining more than 65 permits from 19 different agencies 
of government. After two years of efforts at a cost of $4 
million it had received only four approvals and been 
rejected by the Bay Area Air Pollution Control District 
despite the fact the estimated pollution factor was well 
below those of established industries. 
Brown was prompt to disclaim blame for the com­ 
pany’s decision, declaring that none of the laws "were 
enacted during my two years in office.” While that is true 
it is also a matter of record that he has generally favored 
environmental protection laws, and in his two years, has 
made no effort to bring order out of the chaos which 
presently exists in the area of clearances for new in­ 
dustrial developments. 
Perhaps, in the final analysis, the Dow development 
should not be permitted for environmental and health 
reasons. As Sen. John Dunlap righteously maintained, 
“ We should not change our basic laws concerning public 
health and safety for the benefit of one particular in­ 
dustry.” He could well have added “ any industry or all of 
them.” 
But no enterprise should be made to suffer the expense 
and delay and made to jump through the hoops of 
bureaucracy in the manner that Dow experienced And 
that is the crux of the issue. Even though it is argued the 
laws are excessively restrictive, the nub of the matter is. 
as Sen. John Holmdahl observed, that environmental 
protection must be exercised "by agencies which act in 
reasonable and expeditious ways.” Re commented that 
“ if Dow, with its size and with all its expertise and 
resources cannot crack through the bureaucratic maze 
and obstacles of government, then how and when can any 
lesser developer succeed?” 
The answer is they can’t, for as Assemblyman Dan 
Boatwright stated, “ red tape and bureaucracy are killing 
business.” That notwithstanding 
Assemblyman Vic 
Fazio's view that eight months waiting for a state permit 
did not constitute an “ inordinately long time " Few 
businesses would agree Even Bill Press, the governor s 
research director, concedes the need "for improvement 
of the entire environmental reviewing D ro c e s s at all 


development proposals.’ 
Legislators now expressing horror at the shadow the 
Dow withdrawal has cast upon the state as a business 
locale need not act so innocent. It was their enactments 
over the past several years which created most of the 
barriers. Neither does Brown avoid blame. It was his 
Resources secretary who threw a major roadblock asking 
the Army Corps of Engineers to delay approval for Dow 
and raising numerous questions about the project last Ju­ 
ly 
Boatwright’s caustic comment that the environmental 
laws are an overkill resulting in making the “ working 
man and working woman the endangered species’’ along 
with Lt. Gov Mervyn Dymally's charge that the Dow 
case is "a classic example of the insensitivity of the eir 
vironmental bureaucracy to the needs for jobs and in 
dustry in California' are both close to the truth.

The unpublished letter 
reverses their roles, elevating 
Butman to prison chief and placing 
the chief in one of Perm ’s cells 
“ Like every healthy Soviet 
prisoner,” Butman explains to his 
imaginary prisoner, “ you have a sick 
heart, a sick stomach and sick teeth; 
neurosis, g astritis and para- 
dentesis.” 
Butman praises the prison harass­ 
ment. such as the six daily roll calls 
the prisoners must endure “ Can the 
prisoners of the Chilean junta expect 
so much considerate treatment’ ” he 
asks sarcastically. 
For his insubordination, Butman 
probably will be shipped to Vladimir 
prison, the disciplinary camp, where 
prisoners are kept on a hunger diet, 
with little heat, no running water and 
no respite from the 24-hour overhead 
electric light. 
Meanwhile, Butman hasn’t seen 
his wife. Eva, since July, 1973, 
although Soviet law allows one fami­ 
ly visit per year.

DEAR DR LAMB - My husband^ 
has been losing weight so fast the" 
last two years that be has lost 40 
pounds He eats well and sleeps well.

The doctor doesn't seem to know 
what causes him to lose weight He 
had a physical not long ago. I am so 
worried, afraid of cancer My first 
husband died from cancer His head 
hurts in the back. Could it possibly be 
a tapeworm9 
DEAR READER - Weight loss 
follows the same principles of weight 
gain. Your body uses as many 
calories of energy a day as it needs 
to maintain itself and the number of 
calories used to do physical work of 
various types If you take in more 
calories than your body uses you 
store the excess energy as fat. If you 
use more energy than you take in you 
deplete the energy stored as body 
fat. After the fat is gone you start us­ 
ing the muscles for body energy 
Anyone who has unexplained 
weight loss must have an examina­ 
tion The most common cause is an

inadequate diet — not taking in 
enough calories. After that you need 
to look at problems that prevent ab­ 
sorbing your food — that literally 
prevent the calories of energy from 
ever getting into your body A host of 
intestinal problems are in this 
category, including parasites which 
could be worms. Worms still exist in 
a surprising number of people but a 
simple stool examination and compe­ 
tent examination of the digestive 
system will demonstrate them 
The calories may be lost from the 
body in the urine, as in a diabetic los­ 
ing sugar in the urine to cause weight 
loss 
If you are eating enough, absorbing 
the calories and not losing them, the 
next problem could be things that in­ 
crease the body's use of calories 
This includes an overactive thyroid 
gland that is like turning up the ther­ 
mostat causing the body cells to use 
lots more energy and release more 
heat These individuals usually eat a 
lot and still lose weight. 
The infectious diseases, including 
tuberculosis, cause tissue destruc­ 
tion and in the replacement process 
you use more calories The increased 
heat production with a fever and the 
repair processes use calories. That is 
why you are correct in teeding a 
fever.

Pomona athletics 
will miss Hoehn 


When P o m o n a-P itzer plays 
Claremont-Mudd Saturday, It will, in 
a way, mark the end of an era. 


Bob Hoehn will be playing his last 
game for the Sagehens. For four 
years, Bob has been deeply involved 
in Pomona College athletics. 
His story is worth telling. 
Not only because he has been a 
starter or top reserve in both basket­ 
ball and baseball all four years. Nor 
because he has also been the full 
time trainer for the soccer team for 
the same period. 
It isn ’t only because he is 
graduating with a B (or slightly 
above) average. Or because he is 28 
years old. 


These things are only part of it. His 
age embarrasses him. It shouldn’t. 


A good part of the delay in com­ 
pleting his education is due to a hitch 
in the Navy. He came out of that with 
the Vietnamese Service Ribbon, the 
Vietnamese Cross of Gallantry, the 
Bronz Star (with cluster) and the 
Purple Heart not to mention a 
number of inner scars. 


His education was also delayed 
because at one time he dropped out 
of school (not Pomona) altogether. 
That was at Grand Canyon College in 
ITioenix. Ariz. 


“I went there to play basketball,” 
he recalled. “ But the year (1989) I 
got there, they had all kinds of finan­ 
cial trouble and scratched the 
freshman programs in basketball 
and baseball.

Her defeat was at­ 
tributed to a $1.15 part which caused 
her pink d rag ster to lose its 
horsepower. 
Prudhomme as expected wrapped 
up his third consecutive Funny Car 
title at the Los Angeles County 
Fairgrounds' track. It was his first 
victory in his brand new Plymouth 
Arrow which is replacing last year s 
Chevy Monza 
In the other racing categories. 
Larry Lombardo of Malvern. Pa., in­ 
creased his speed record he set 
Saturday at 159 01 to 159 29 MPH ear­ 
ly Sunday afternoon as he took the 
Pro Stock title from Don Nicholson 
of Orange. 
Davey Settles, who is from Euless. 
Tex., nursed a sick engine to the Pro 
Comp title; John Lingenfeller of 
Hoagland, Ind., took the Competition 
title; the Modified crown went to 
Tony Christian of Arlington Heights. 
111.; Super Stock went to Dave 
Boertman of Muskegon, Mich.; and 
Lakers win on 'down night' 


Was disenchanted 


“ I was very disenchanted for 
several reasons. I had gone to high 
school (in Tucson) where they had 
4200 students. The entire student 
body at Grand Canyon was smaller 
than my (high school) graduating 
class. 


“ Also, it was a Southern Baptist 
college and very strict. There really 
wasn’t much to do anyway. A couple 
of times some of us went out dancing 
after hours. Dancing was against 
their religious code anyway and we 
were reprimanded.” 
So young Hoehn went hack to 
Tucson and sold suits for Sears 
Roebuck. He turned out to be a good 
salesman. But he wasn't happy. 


”1 didn't have anyplace to go in my 
life,” he said. 
So he joined the Navy and after a 
year In the reserves, he was sent to a 
Pensacola, Fla, communications 
school. 
At Pensacola he played his first 
organized basketball and in his se­ 
cond year, the team won the All- 
Navy tournament for that area. 
After that he was supposed to be sent 
to Japan, but a change of orders re­ 
routed him to Vietnam via survivor 
school in the Everglades. 
That was where he acquired the 
nickname, “Snake.” 
“We had to eat everything raw,” 
he explained, “and 1 found out I 
enjoyed raw snake.” 
In Vietnam he was a member of a 
long distance reconnaissance patrol 
lor the First Marine Division 
That involved being dropped inter 
an area by helicopter for a patrol 
Listing from three days to two weeks 
to pick targets for air strikes. They 
would remain in the area until the 
strike was completed and then 
report the damage. 


Two poisoned, died 


On one patrol, the group drank 
some poisoned water. Two died and 
two others, including Hoehn, were 
hospitalized for several months 


Back in action, he got to within one 
month of going home when, in Da- 
Nang, a rocket shell landed behind 
him. 


Hoehn was blown into the air and 
landed on his face. He was uncon­ 
scious two days When he awoke it 
was to find that his nose was 
smashed flat against his face and 
eight teeth were broken 


Surgeons rebuilt the nose working 
from photographs and performed 
root canals on his teeth. He also had 
two steel bars inserted in his nose 
It doesn’t take much of a bump to 
get a nose bleed now A sneeze will 
do it or even blowing his nose will 
start it off 
But it was in Vietnam that he 
made a decision on the direction of 
his life. 
“ My father wrote and told me I 
should be thinking about what 1 
wanted to do,” he related “I wanted 
to go bac k to school. 1 think 1 realized 
there was no way 1 could do what I 
wanted to do, be as successful as 1 
wanted to be, without going back to 
college. 
“I also wanted to {day in sports 
Ufe expectancy in Vietnam was very 
short sometimes So I told myself 
that if I were able to live the rest of 
my Ufe, I'd never waste another 
m inute”

The Bruins, playing with the poise 
that helped the school capture 10 
national titles since 1964, had little 
trouble with the Vols, who entered 
the game with a 12-game winning 
streak 
But UCLA never trailed and easily 
overcame the only Tennessee threat 
when the Vols closed a 15-point 
deficit to only four points. 56-52. ear­ 
ly in the second half.. 
Sophomore David Greenwood 
quickly hammered in three straight 
20-footers from the top of the circle 
to trigger a 31-18 spurt that put the 
game on ice at 87-70 with 6 50 
remaining. 
“We can't shoot much better than 
we shot.” said Bartow The Bruins 
hit 59 per cent for the game and the 
three big scorers connected on 69 per 
cent — Roy Hamiton pouring in 30 
points. Marques Johnson 24 and 
Greenwood 22 
“ I was hoping we would play as 
well as we did, 
Bartow said “ We 
beat an awfully go«xi team. It was a

Cauthen had three winners and a 
second Sunday, continuing the winn­ 
ing ways that earned him stardom in 
the East He rode into the winner s 
circle with Highland Light in the se 
cond race, Faliraki in the sixth and 
Sky Charger in the niniu race 
He finished second in the seventh 
event aboard Life's Hope. 
On Saturday, Uniformity scored 
his second consecutive upset victory 
in the current meet, responding to 
Fernando Toro’s nde to take the 
$57,500 San Pasqual Handicap. 
Uniformity, carrying 117 pounds 
ran the mile and one-sixteenth race 
in a blazing 1:41 flat The iongxbot

Finishing second was Distant

I’m sure he wouldn’t have 
chosen me as a final competitor if he 
could have picked out a rival to run 
in the final race.” 


With a chuckle Ruth said, “And I 
certainly wouldn’t have picked 
him.” 


Prudhomme destroyed another 
existing barrier Sunday as he shat­ 
tered the Funny Car speed record of 
241.53. It was the fastest that a Fun­ 
ny Car has ever traveled in the 
history of the NHRA. No one 
dreamed that anyone could drive a 
Funny Car at 247 MPH which is in 
the speed range run by the Top Fuel 
dragsters. He believes that the day 
will come when a funny car runs 250 
mph. 


“Everytime we ran the car we 
took all the pistons out and checked 
them.” acknowledged a smiling 
lYudhomme “ In the semifinal run 
the car ran a 6 29 which wasn’t very 
good. We took the engine apart and 
really couldn't find anything wrong 
besides not having enough nitro. 


“ We really loaded the car up with 
the nitromethane fuel,” chuckled 
Prudhomme. “I just kind of ducked 
going down the track with it. 
“ We put 90 per cent nitro-metham» 
in the new car. It’s a tremendous 
amount and I didn't expect the car to 
get as far as it did. Fortunately the 
nitro didn't start eating at the 
pistons until we got going down the 
track.” 
Prudhomme left Raymond Beadle 
in the dust as his ’77 Arrow zipped 
down the track ahead of the famed 
“ Blue Max’’ car. When Prudhomme 
left the starting line, the crowd knew 
lYudhomme had turned in an in­ 
credible performance. 
He added, “We took a chance ad­ 
ding the extra nitro but we took a 
gamble in bringing the car lo the 
Winternationals in the first place 
“We tested the car Wednesday for 
the first time and the runs were 
terrible We had to make a heck of a 
decision whether to run the Monza or 
the new car But we made the right 
decision in using the Plymouth 
Arrow.” 
It was the third final-round 
m«»eting bewteen “The Snake’ and 
Beadle in NHRA competition 
Prudhomme holds a 2-1 edge on “The 
Blue Max”. 
Jerry Darien of Pomona was 
ousted in the opening Pro Comp 
elimination round as his Donovan 
propelled dragster jumped off to a 
last start on a red light.

best at this, and then Nicklaus. 
“They manage it in completely dif­ 
ferent ways. Trevino can switch. He 
blows off tension by talking to people 
and then can concentrate on a shot. 
Nicklaus just shuts everything out. 
“I have to work on this.” 
And he has the tools for that 
work—a degree in psychology from 
Stanford. He worked on it during 
Sunday’s final round, too. He opened 
the bright, sunny day with a two- 
stroke lead, built it to four at the 
turn, engineered a two-stroke swing 
on the 10th hole and cruised in from 
there. 
“I tried very hard to close out the 
negative thoughts,” he said. "When 
you’re thinking negatively you’re 
thinking where not to hit the ball— 
and you’re going to hit it right 
there.” 
It didn't happen. 
He hit it just about where he 
wanted. He birdied the second hole 
from 15 feet, birdied with an explo­ 
sion shot from a bunker on the third, 
reached three of the par five holes in 
two and two-putted for birdie on 
those. 
That domination of the par fives 
was the key. He had a string of 10 
consecutive birdies on those long 
holes, played them 13 under par for 
the week and said it’s all due to his 
driver—“I can’t harp on it enough.”

MOSCOW (AP) - A 
spokesman for the Soviet 
Olympic Committee said 
today that “no one has yet 
been awarded the rights” 
to televise the 1980 Olym­ 
pic Games in the United 
States, despite NBC’s an­ 
nouncement it had been 
given the exclusive rights. 
“Kach company can say 
what it wants,” Soviet 
spokesman Allan Staradub 
said when asked about 
NBC’s announcement Sun­ 
day.

Told that NBC was 
unequivocal in its an­ 
nouncement, Staradub 
said: 
“ Remember the 
Satra Corporation? They 
only signed a protocol.”

Robert Howard and the 
two vice presidents with 


him could not imme­ 
diately be reached for 
comment. They reportedly 
were meeting with Sergei 
Lapin, head of Soviet 
television. 
Meanwhile, an ABC 
delegation, headed by Vice 
President of Sports Roone 
Arledge, a rrived in 
Moscow Sunday night, just 


as NBC was making its an­ 
nouncement. The ABC 
group, caught off guard by 
the NBC statement, was 
scheduled to meet with 
Soviet Olympic officials 
later today. 
NBC, while refusing to 
reveal terms, said it had 
reached a solid agreement 
with the Soviets and con­

Bob's father suggested half a dozen schools and Hoehn 
eventually wound up at Pomona College. But it wasn't 
easy. 
“My high school track record and the year at Grand Ca­ 
nyon were not good at all,” he related. “I really didn't ex­ 
pect to get in. 
“But the people here said that due to the circumstances 
of my life, they'd like to see me admitted as a student un­ 
der special standing (academic probation) to see if I 
could handle the work load.“ 
Hoehn arrived in Sept., 1973. Lost army records 
resulted in difficulty with the G.I. Bill and no checks 
arrived until January. 
The school agreed to wait for the tuition money and 
Athletic Director Ed Malan helped the young veteran ob­ 
tain a job as trainer (Hoehn had an advanced first aid 
card). 
About the same time Bob started to school, Debbie Voss 
(now Debbie Hoehn) started to work as a secretary in the 
athletic department. A year later they were married. 
“I can’t say enough about my four years here,’’ Hoehn 
said quietly. “I owe the school and coach Malan so much. 
Ever since my enlistment in the Navy, things have hap­ 
pened to me that are momentous in my life. 
“Obviously the Vietnam experience will live with me 
the rest of my life. The four years with the people here at 
Pomona College, the professors, coaches, students and 
athletes . . . I can’t believe I’ve been lucky enough to 
have experienced it 
“And I honestly don’t believe that I could have done as 
well if it hadn’t been for athletics and for my wife. Both of 
them have kept me sane.” 
Hoehn admits it was difficult to fit in because he was 
several years older than the rest of the students. But it 
has all worked out to everyone’s satisfaction. 
Besides maintaining a B average, Bob received the 
Coaches’ Award in basketball for hustle and most im­ 
provement in a given season. In baseball he was named 
Most Inspirational Player. 
“Since that (Most Inspirational) was voted by the other 
players, it was the finest honor I’ve ever received,’’ he 
said. 
Played 3B and catcher 


Hoehn was first a third baseman then a catcher on the 
baseball team. In his last year he batted .318. The thought 
of getting away from sports disturbs him. 
“I hope to playbasketball somewhere in an industrial 
league," he admitted. “One thing I defenitely plan on is 
getting into officiating. 
“Sports has done a lot for me. It’s helped me keep my 
sanity in a school where I really didn't fit in to begin with. 
There's a need for officials who understand the game (of 
basketball) as it is played now. I think that's a big service 
for the game itself.” 
That will be in his spare time Bob has landed a job with 
SAFECO, a Seattle (Wash.) based insurance company 
starting as an adjuster. 
“I majored in history.” he grinned. “All my life I’ve 
loved history. But that's the one thing you can t find a job 
in to save your life. 
“But this job is a great one It’s the bottom rung in their 
management training program which is one of the best in 
the industry. ” 
Hoehn will work out of the Covina office until March 
when be goes to Seattle for a month of training. He'll 
return in April just in time for the baby he and Debbie are 
expecting. 
It's been a long, hard road. One that started back in 
Tucson where Bob worked while attending high school. “I 
didn't piay in any sports,” he recalled. “1 was growing so 
fast (three inches in one month) I tripped over painted 
lines." 
At first he worked as a stagehand for the Tucson 
Symphony Orchestra four days a week and as a YMCA 
Janitor weekends. Summers, he worked at the “Y" full 
time. As a senior he went to school from 6 a.m. to 11:30 
a.m. and worked as a Cub reporter (Arizona Daily Star) 
from 1 p.m. to 2 a m 
Now it's all behind him including his nickname at 
Pomona-Pitzer, “The Old Man.’’ 
As I said, his age is an embarrassment to him. It 
shouldn’t be.

REP. GLENN M. ANDERSON, D-Harbor City, in a 
speech delivered on the floor of the House of Represen­ 
tatives recently, urged support for his legislation to curb 
the misuse of firearms. 
“Crime in this nation has reached a crucial point,” the 
former California lieutenant governor said. “We must not 
ignore the problem any longer. 
“It is time to enact legislation to punish anyone who 
misuses firearms and thus jeopardizes the rights and 
lives of law-abiding citizens. 
“Our bill calls for a mandatory prison sentence of at 
least 5 years for anyone convicted of committing a 
federal crime with a firearm. 
“This legislation, when enacted, will once and for all 
demonstrate that there will be no tolerance for those who 
commit crimes with firearms. Anyone who uses a gun il­ 
legally will be dealt with surely and effectively, and that 
means spending time in jail.” 
Anderson’s legislation, H.R. 1559. has received broad 
bi-partisan support and is cosponsored by 75 congressmen.

SEN. WILLIAM “BILL” CAMPBELL, R-33rd D ist, 
Hacienda Heights, has introduced urgency legislation to 
prohibit any member of the Franchise Tax Board from 
examining individual tax returns 
His action, he said, followed a decision made last 
Thursday by members of the Franchise Tax Board to 
repeal a 16-year-old policy prohibiting, except under ex­ 
treme circumstances, its access to individual tax returns 
“I want to emphasize that my motive for the introduc­ 
tion of this legislation is not founded in any mistrust of the 
members of the Franchise Tax Board,” said Campbell. 
“Rather, I have a grave concern for the dangerous prece­ 
dent such a policy would create.” 
Campbell said the board’s decision was “frightening.” 
In light of recent legislative efforts to offer greater 
protection to individual privacy, he continued, it is in­ 
comprehensible to him that members of the board would 
take such a “regressive" step. 
“We must do everything .within our power to remove 
the potential for abuse of this highly confidential informa­ 
tion My legislation seeks to end that," Campbell said. 


REP. JIM LLOYD, D-35th Dist.. West Covina, said that 
while he disagreed with the extension of amnesty Presi­ 
dent Carter had advanced his first day in office he was 
heartened by the fact that Carter did exactly what he said 
he would do. 
“I would have preferred a case-by-case review,” said 
Lloyd. “Mr. Carter said he would grant amnesty and he 
did. He did so with speed and dispatch, which means we 
can anticipate that he will keep his word in other areas. 
“While I may be in disagreement with the President in 
principle, I am certainly in agreement with the 
methodology, which is keeping a promise.” 
Lloyd contends that, from the 1977 view, the war in 
Vietnam was wrong, but in light of those who gave their 
lives and those wounded, and others still missing, “we 
should have reviewed each case carefully on an individual 
basis.” 
Lastly, Lloyd pointed out, “perhaps this was the final 
action of the Vietnam war. 
“Let this be a lesson to us,” he said. “Let us never 
enter a conflict which we do not intend to win. ” 


LLOYD, speaking Monday in Anaheim at the California 
Association of Rehabilitational Facilities 3-day con­ 
ference, reviewed legislation passed by the 94th Congress 
designed to meet the needs of the physically handicapped 
He reported on a resolution he introduced the opening 
day of the 95th Congress to establish a national policy giv­ 
ing special recognition to the needs of the physically dis­ 
abled and the mobilization of resources in the private sec­ 
tor to integrate handicapped people into their com­ 
munities. 
Lloyd said programs for the handicapped are too small 
a part of the entire federal government's program to get 
the attention they deserve “and I believe this trend should 
be reversed,” he said. “I commit myself to that trend 
reversal ’’

Comfortable with state 
laws, says CFDA exec 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: 
State law regulating the 
8159 miUion-a-year Cali­ 
fornia funeral business Is 
described by Industry 
spokesmen as one of the 
nation’s beat. However, 
enforcement of the laws 
has been questioned by 
Industry critics, who 
point out that the state’s 
regulatory agency bus 
until this year been dom­ 
inated by undertakers. 
The following story ex­ 
amines the origin of 
state laws, their en­ 
forcement and Hie rela­ 
tionships between the in­ 
dustry and state laws, 
their enforcement and 
the relationship between 
the industry and state 
regulatory officials.) 


“ We are very com­ 
fortable with the laws in 
California. We have no 
problems with the laws, 
the statutes, the rules or 
the regulations.” — John 
Browning, executive 
director of the Cali­ 
fornia Funeral Direc­ 
tors Association. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Spokesmen for the Califor­ 
nia funeral business say 
state laws governing their 
profession are among the 
most progressive in the na­ 
tion and contend that im­ 
position of federal rules 
would 
w e ak en 
the 
authority of the state 
Board of Funeral Direc­ 
tors and Embalmers, the 
agency charged with 
regulating the industry. 
During public hearings 
here last June on the 
Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion's proposed rules for 
the funeral industry, both 
Robert Webster, then 
president of the state 
board, and David Buck, the 
b o a r d 's 
e x e c q t i v e 
secretary, echoed the in­ 
dustry position California 
was adequately regulating 
the funeral industry and 
that the FTC rules were 
therefore not needed. 
Their opinions were con­ 
tradicted by the state 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs, of which the board 
is a part, which lent 
enthusiastic support to the 
FTC proposals. 
Although both Webster 
and Buck a r e s t a t e 
employes, their opinions 
evidently came as little 
surprise to the California 
Funeral Directors Associa­ 
tion, which represents 
about 70 per cent of the 
state's 873 funeral homes. 
The June newsletter of the 
CFDA states 
“One June 9, we. along 
with others, will have an 
opportunity to express our 
views before the FTC. A 
slate of spokesmen have 
been chosen which include 
Mr Robert Webster, presi­ 
dent of the state Board of 
Funeral Directors and Em­ 
balmers, Mr. David Buck, 
executive secretary (of the 
b o a r d ) , 
Mr. 
B ru c e 
Hotchkiss, (a board 
member) of the Hotchkiss 
Mortuary. , 
Mr. John 
Browning, executive direc­ 
tor of the California Fu- 
neral 
D ire c to rs As­ 
sociation” 
Webster denies being a 
spokesman for the in­ 
dustry. However, during 
the hearings, questioning 
by FTC attorneys revealed 
that the outline of his 
testimony had been sub­ 
mitted to the FTC by th ^ 
CFDA s attorney, Edgar 
Fraser 
Buck's approach to his 
regulatory duties has been 
called into question by the 
board's lack of action in 
the case of Nicholas and 
Daisy Daphne, operators 
of the Bay Area’s largest 
chain of funeral homes. On 
Dec 3. 1976, the San Fran­ 
cisco district attorney’s of­ 
fice, after a year-long in­ 
vestigation, charged the 
Daphnes with 45 counts of 
illegal pra ctices, in­ 
cluding 
bodysnatching, 
embalming bodies without 
permission, intimidating 
grieving families and dis­ 
posing of remains without 
proper permits 
Buck was contacted by 
The Associated Press 
shortly after the district 
attorney’s suit was fled 
and asked why the board 
did not take acion against 
Daphne He declined to dis­ 
cuss the case except to sav, 
"the board has been work­ 
ing very closely with the 
district attorney's office in 
that investigation. We have 
been fully aware of what’s 
happening. They filed 
rather than us for the 
board's convenience 
We 
will fUe upon their record 


of their conviction.” 
Buck’s account was dis­ 
puted by Ray Bonner, head 
of the San Francisco dis­ 
trict attorney’s consumer 
fraud division, and Carol 
Hehmeyer, the assistant 
d i s t r i c t 
a t t o r n e y 
prosecuting the Daphne 
c a s e , both of whom 
characterized the board as 
a reluctant participant and 
pointed out that an ad­ 
ministrative 
proceeding 
against Daphne would have 
been far easier than a 
prosecution. 
“They’re not taking step 
one,” said Bonner, noting 
that the board had received 
its first complaint about 
Daphne in November, 1975. 
“ The DA’s prosecution 
should be the last step 
down the line.” 
Hehmeyer said the board 
was “ cooperating quite 
well now, but prior to us 
filing the lawsuit they 
would just forward us com­ 
plaints. We didn’t get any 
investigative backup.” 
On Jan. 10, after further 
inquiries were made by 
The Associated Press, 
Buck ca lle d the Los 
Angeles bureau to say that 
the board had reversed 
itself and decided, upon the 
advice of deputy attorney 
general Joel Primes, to 
proceed against Daphne in­ 
stead of waiting for the 
outcome of the district at­ 
torney’s prosecution. 
“I get my advice from 
attorneys,’’ Buck said. 
“ We’re trying to ac­ 
complish this as ex­ 
p e d i t i o u s ly 
and 
economically as anyone. I 
think the only apology I 
owe in this case is for try- 
ing to be som ew hat 
economical in the way 
we're pursuing it. We 
agree that this may drag 
out and we’re going to 
file ” 
Primes, however, says 
that no decision has been 
made as to the board 
p r o c e e d i n g 
a g a in s t 
Daphne. 
“That wouldn’t be ac­ 
curate as to a decision was 
made to file,” Primes said 
on Jan. 11. “ I can’t tell you 
if the office of the attorney 
general is going to file 
because I don't have any 
evidence. I don't have any­ 
thing I talked to Mr. Buck 
yesterday and it has not. 
been sent over.” 
Buck contends that 
waiting for the outcome of 
the district attorney’s suit 
would 
h av e 
m a d e 
proceeding against Daphne 
easier because a con­ 
viction would automatical­ 
ly mean the loss of his 
license. 
However, in at least one 
other case, a funeral direc­ 
tor convicted of felonies 
has been allowed to con­ 
tinue in business. 
A San Bernardino under­ 
taker, Frank TiUie, J r , 
pleaded guilty *n July, 1974 
to two counts of arson and 
one count of attempted 
arson in connection with 
fires set at competing 
funeral homes. Tillie spent 
eight months in prison and 
upon his release, the board 
suspended his funeral 
director's license for 10 
days. Today, he is back in 
business at his old location 
The original state law 
governing the funeral in­ 
dustry and creating the 
state board in 1913 was 
written bv two under­ 
takers, 
Ugene Blalock 
of F o r e s t Lawn and 
M ichael deYoung of 
deYoung Memorial Oiapel 
in Stockton. Until 1971, 
when one public member 
was added, the five-man 
board was composed en­ 
tirely of funeral directors 
In 1974, two more public 
members were added, 
bringing the board's total 
membership to eight. 
Under terms of a bill ap- 
proved by the s t a t e 
legislature last year man­ 
dating a majority erf public 
members for all such 
regulatory agencies, the 
board this year will, for the 
first time, have more 
public members than un- 
d e r t a k e r s , 
, R o b e r t 
Truehaft, co-author with 
Jessica Mitiord of “The 
American Way of Death” 
and the most recent public 
appointee to the board, 
says he doubts that having 
a majority of public mem­ 
bers “is going to mean 
much change as long as 
there 
are 
industry 
members on the board.” 
Truehaft, a vociferous 
critic of the funeral in­ 
dustry, says regulation of 
the California funeral in­ 
dustry “is practically non­ 
existent 
there is very, 


very little consumer 
protection that is enforced 
by the state Board of 
Funeral Directors and Em­ 
balmers in the state of 
California.” 
Truehaft says regula­ 
tions relating to pre-need 
trust funds are enforced 
because “ most funeral 
directors don’t like pre­ 
need. They’re generally 
against it. Since they have 
been in control of the 
board, they only enforce 
regulations that are of in­ 
terest to them. 
“The disciplinary cases 
we’ve had are utterly ab­ 
surd,” says Truehaft. “A 
major proceeding takes 
place because a funeral 
director is charged with 
being intoxicated at a 
funeral so he doesn’t 
arrange for the family to 
be in the first car following 
the hearse and grown peo­ 
ple are supposed to hold 
hearings on this.” 
Truehaft says funeral 
abuses are as widespread 
in California today as ever 
and terms the state board 
“a terrible waste of the 
taxpayers’ money" and 
says enforcement of laws 
would be more effective if 
there was no board. 
“The existence of the 
board and the existence of 
licenses legitimizes the 
industry-wide 
practices 
that are most exploitative 
of 
th e 
c o n s u m e r , ” 
Truehaft says, adding that, 
“ From the public's point of 
view, the important thing 
is not to dictate to them 
that they should have 
cheap funerals or they 
shouldn’t have fancy fu­ 
nerals, the inportant thing 
is for them to have free­ 
dom of choice, which they 
don’t have now .”

Are log 
cabins 
coming 
back? 


SEATTLE (AP) - Log 
cabins, a staple of rugged 
frontier life, have gained a 
foothold in the modern 
housing market here, and 
they’re about to pop up in 
subdivisions. 
About 3.000 log cabins, 
ranging from the crude to 
the plush, have been built 
in 
m o d e r n - d a y 
Washington, builders es­ 
timate. The half-dozen - 
firms which make log 
cabins say they are selling 
300 to 400 a year — or about 
1 per cent of all new bous­ 
ing 
The cabins appeal to 
those seeking a “natural” 
l i f e s t y l e , 
to 
do-it- 
yourselfers — so far. about 
1,000 have taken a class in 
how to build log cabins — 
and to people who want 
durable homes. 
One firm which has been 
in business for 28 years, 
Sylvan Products of Port 
Orchard, will turn out 30 to 
35 house kits this year. 
Owner Ken Haines cuts the 
logs to size, treats them 
with preservatives and 
markets them ready for as­ 
sembly. 
Haines is forging ahead 
with plans to enter the sub­ 
division market. Sylvan log 
cabins soon may be built on 
44 five-acre tracts in Gig 
Harbor and 100 five-acre 
sites in Utah. 


Log cabin companies 
usually sell a kit, including 
the logs — marked by 
number and letters — and 
instructions The kit is only 
a frame, so buyers either 
put in plumbing, roofing, 
flooring, doors and win­ 
dows themselves or sub­ 
contract for them 
Once it is finished, a log 
cabin usually costs about 
the same as a wood frame 
house Companies charge 
by the square or linear 
foot, plus extra for inte­ 
rior walls, basements and 
second stories 
Sylvan Products sells a 
30 x 40-foot cabin for 94.578. 
Another firm, Authentic 
Log Cabins, finished a 34 x 
30 cabin as expensively as 
it could “to show what you 
can do.” and said it would 
go for about 991,390 today 


Log cabin t e l l e r s 
emphasize economies of 
the rustic abodes despite 
customers’ 
fascination 
with their uniqueness.
